2.  Rice,  Schoener  and  student  will  discuss  drawing. 

3.  Cut  to  Tight  CU  of  drawing  being  discussed  by  Rice 
and  Schoener  (Use  one  camera  for  these  shots) 

4.  Use  other  camera  to  alternate  between  shots  of  the 
model  posing,  and  overall  shots  of  the  class 
working . 

5.  Occasionally  cut  from  Tight  CU  of  student's  draw¬ 
ing  to  model  posing. 

6.  Music  up  softly  behind  students  drawing  when  there 
is  no  conversation.

to  drawing  board  and  hold.  (Use  several  students) 

3.  Use  one  camera  for  model  and  one  for  student 
drawing. 

4.  Occasionally,  while  student  is  drawing,  cut  to 
shot  of  model,  then  cut  back  to  student  drawing. 

5.  Music  up  softly  behind  students  drawing  when 
there  is  no  conversation.
